P all humble manner ſhew unto Your moſt Excellent Pajeſty, our Pajeſties moſt dutiful and 
loyal Pubjectts the Lo2ds and Commons in Parliament Aſſembled, That the Yo2rid and Exe⸗ 
ä crable Further of Your Pajeſties Royal Father, our late moſt Gꝛacious Soveraign Charles the 
marder of Firf,of ever bleſſed and glorious memory, hath bien committed by a party of wzetched men, de- 
King Charles ſperately wicked, and hardned in their Impiety, who having firſt plotted and contrived the ruine 
ce 2etvey And deſtruction of this excellent Ponarchy,and with it, of the true Refozmed Pꝛoteſtant Religion 
and plotted, which had been ſo long p2otected by it and flouriſhed under it, found it neceſſary in oꝛder to the car⸗ 
rying on of their pernicious and traiterous deſigns, to thzow down all the Bullwarks and Fences 
of Law, and to ſubvert the verp being and conſtitution of Parliament, that ſo they might at laſt 
make their way open fo2 any further attempts upon the Sacred Perſon of his Pa'eſiy himlelt ; 
And that foꝛ the moꝛe eaſy effecting thereof, they did firſt ſeduce fome part of the then Army into 
a compliance, and then kept the ref in lub jeg ion to them, partly foz hopes of pꝛeferment, and

others, and there being left but a (mall remnant of their own Creatures (not a tenth part of the 
whole) did ſ&k to ſhelter themſel ves hy this weak pzetence, under the name and Authozity of a 
Parliament, and in that name laboured to pꝛoſecute what was pet behind and unfiniſhed of their 
long intended Treaſon and Conſpiracy ;: To this purpoſe they pzepared an D2dinance foz erecting 
a pzodigious andunheard of Tribunal, which they called An High Court of Juſtice, fo Tryal of 
his Pajefty ; and having eaſily pꝛocured it to paſs in their Houſe of Commons, as it then ſod 
moulded, ventured to ſend it up from thence to the Peers then ſitting, who totally rejeced it;

V VP a great number of Lewd, Diloꝛderly, and Lawleſs Perſons, being Thieves and 
Robbers, who are commonly called Þoſs-Troopers, have ſucceſſively foz many 
and ſundꝛy years laſt paſt been b2ed, reſided in and frequented the bozders of the two reſpective 
Counties of Northumberland and Cumberland, and the nerf adjacent parts of Scotland, and they 
taking the oppoztunity of the large waſfe Gzonnds, Heaths and Moſſes, and the many intricate 
and dangerous UWayes and Py⸗ paths in thoſe parts, do uſually, after the moſt notoꝛious Crimes 
committed by them, eſcape over from the one Kingdom into the other reſpectively, and ſo avoid 
the hand of Juſfice, in regard the Difences done and perpetrated in the one Kingdom cannot be 
puniſhed in the other, | 
And whereas ſince the time of the late unhappy diffcacfions, ſuch DiXences and Offenders az 
akoꝛeſaid, have ercedinaly moꝛe increaſed and abounded, and the ſeveral Jnhabitants of the ſaid 
reſpective Counties have been foz divers years laſt paſt neceſſifated at their ow" free and voluntary 
charge to maintain ſeveral Parties of Hoꝛſe foꝛ the neceſſary defence of their Perſons, Families, 
and Gwds, and to the end the afoꝛelaid evil and pernicious members might be appꝛehended and 
bzought to Judgment; And whereas the moſt part of the Inhabitants of the ſaid Counties be- 
ing moze remote from the Boꝛders then other parts, and conſequently not ſo much expoſed to im-

bliſhing an Additional Revenue upon His Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, for the bettet 
Support of His and their Crown and Dignity ; And by another Ac made in the ſecond Seſſion of the 
ſaid Parliament, in the Fiftenth year of the Reign of his ſaid Majeſty, Entituled, An Addi- 
tional Act for the better Ordering and Collecting the Revenue ariſing by Hearth-money, Jt was 
Enacted and Ozdained, That from and after the Five and twentieth day of March, in the year of 
our Lozd, One thouſand ſix hundzed ſirty and two, every Dwelling, and other Houſe and ©difice, 
and all Lodgings in Inns of Court, Jnns of Chancery, Colledges, and other Societies that are,

Be if Enacted by the Kings moſt Excellent Pajeſty, by, and with the Advice and Conſent of 
the Loꝛds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled, and by 
the Anthozity of the ſame, That if any perſon of the age of Sirt&@n years oz upwards, being a 
Subject of this Nealm, at any time after the firft day of July, which Gall be in the year of our Lozd, 
One thouſand fir hundꝛed firty and four, ſhall be pzeſent at any Aſſembly, Conventicle, 02 Pets

Hereas it often happeneth that Paſfers and Commanders of Perchants Dhips do ſuffer 
their Ships to be boarded, and the gods to be taken out by Pyrats and Dea-Rovers,nots 

withſtanding they have ſufficient fozce to defend themſelves, whereby not only the Per- 
chants are much pzejudiced, but the honour of the Engliſh Navigation is thereby much diminiſh- 
ed, and Merchants diſcouraged from lading their gods on board Engliſh Ships, to the decay of 
Shipping; Jn the pzeſervation whereof, the wealth, hononr and ſafety of this Nation is ſo much 
concerned: To which the ſaid Maſters are enconraged by a pzacice uſed towards them by the 
Turks and others, who after they have taken out the gods, as an encouragement to Paſters of 
Ships fo yield, do not only reſtoꝛe the Ship with ſuch gods as are claimed by the Paſters 02 Dea-

alſo, And if any undue pꝛeference of one befoze another ſhall be made, either in point of Regis 
ſtring, contrary to the true meaning of this Ac, by any ſuch Officer oꝛ Officers, then the party 
offending ſhall be liable by Action of Debt oꝛ on the Caſe, to pay the value of the Debt, Damages 
and Coffs to the party griebed; And chall be fozejudged from his Place oz Dffice; And if ſuch pꝛe⸗

and other Rites and Ceremontes of the Church, accozding to the uſe of the Church of England, oz 
have not ſubſcribed the Declaration oz acknowledgment contained in a certain Act of Parliament 
made in the Fourfeenth year of His Pajeſties Reign, and Intituled, An Act for the Uniformity of 
Publick Prayers and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies, and for the Eſta- 
bliſhing the Form of Making, Ordaining and Ccnſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons in the

Dzaſmuch as the ſetled P2oviſion fo2 Biniffers in moſf Cities and Towns Cozpozate within 


this Realm, is not ſufficient fo2 the Maintenance of able iniſters fit fo2 ſuch places, where⸗ 
by Pean and Stipendary P2eachers are entertained to ſerve the Cures there; who wholly de⸗ 
pending foz their Paintenance upon the god will and liking of their Auditoꝛs, have ben, and 
are hereby under temptation of too much complying, and lui ting their Doctrine and Teaching to 
the humour rather then god of their Audito2s, which hath been a great occaſion of Faction and 
Schilm, and of the contempt of the Miniftry : The Loꝛds and Commons in Parliament Aſems 
bled, being deply ſenſible of the ill conſequence thereof,and pioully deſiring able iniſters in ſuch 
places, and a competent ſetled Maintenance foꝛ them by the Union of Churches; which is alſo be⸗ 
come neceſſary, by reaſon of the great Ruine of many Churches and Pariſhes in the late ill times, 
and otherwiſe; Do therefoze moſt humbly beſgch Pour moſf Excellent Bajeſty, That it 


may be Enaced, and be it Enacted by the Kings moſf Excellent Majeſty, by and with Jn what Cte 


the Advice and Conſent of the Lo2ds Spiritual and Tempoꝛal, and the Commons in this pzeſent 
Parliament Aſſembled, and by the Authozity of the ſame, That in every City oꝛ Town Coꝛpo⸗ 


rate and their Liberties within the Kingdom of England, and Dominion of Wales, which have a — 


Mayoꝛ and Aldermen, and particular Juſfices of the Peace by Charter oz Commiſſion, oz Bayliff 
02 Bayliſfs, vꝛ other Chief Offtcer oꝛ Dfficers,and other Aſiffants by like Charter; and where two 
o2 moꝛe Churches oz Chappels,oz a Church & a Chappel, & the Pariſhes thereunto belonging do lie 
within the ſaid Cozpo2ation, oꝛ Liberfies thereof, convenient to be united: Jn ſuch caſes the Bi⸗ 
ſhop of the Dioceſe where ſuch Pariſh and Pariſhes are, with the conſent of the Bayoz,Aldermen, 
and Juſtices of the Peace, Eayliff oz Eayliffs, oꝛ other Chief Dfficer oz Dfficers, oz the majoz 
part of them, and of the Patron oz Patrons of ſuch Church oz Churches, Chappel oz Chappels, 
ſhall, o2 may accoꝛding to due foꝛm of Law unite the ſaid Churches o2 Chappels, oꝛ Church and 
Chappel, oꝛ any of them, and ſhall appoint at which Church oz Chappel, Churches oꝛ Chappels 
the ſaid Pariſhioners and Jnhabitants of the ſaiv Pariſhes oz places to which the ſaid Churches oz 
Chappels, o2 Church and Chappel do belong, ſhall uſually met foz the wozſhip of God, and
